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Hospital set to be 'community hub' 


BRIDPORT hospital could become a ‘commu¬ 
nity hub’ if NHS Dorset Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group’s (CCG) recommendations are 
approved and adopted. 

The organisation has announced its proposals for the 
future of healthcare in the county, that will be taken to 
public consultation, in a bid to bring care closer to home 
as part of the clinical services review. 

It proposes making Bridport Community Hospital - 
along with community hospitals in Blandford, Sherborne, 
Weymouth, Swanage and Wimborne - into a community 
hub offering facilities including outpatients, diagnostics 
and community beds. 

The CCG reported that feedback from stakeholder and 
engagement events had a strong support for Bridport hos¬ 
pital being a community hub with beds as the majority of 
the West Dorset population lived within a 20 minute drive 
of Bridport and parking is good at the site. 
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There was a degree of concern expressed from people 
in Lyme Regis regarding travel and the challenge of staff 
recruitment in Bridport. 

It was also recommended to have community beds 
available in Dorset County Hospital and the major hos¬ 
pital - which Dorset CCG proposes is in Poole. 

Community hubs providing a range of services, without 
beds, will be in Portland, Wareham and Shaftesbury. 

The CCG say that the benefits to these recommenda¬ 
tions include an increase of community beds in Dorset 
by 69, an additional 10,000 people a year being supported 
in a community setting - relieving pressure on acute hos¬ 
pitals in Dorchester, Poole and Bournemouth - more than 
100,000 additional outpatient appointments and seven 
day a week urgent care services at community hubs with 
beds. 

Dr Forbes Watson, GP chair of NHS Dorset CCG, said: 
“These recommendations could see thousands of local 
people benefit form care delivered closer to home, in a 
range of community settings, including the proposed 


community hubs working alongside existing services 
which deliver health and social care. 

“They are the result of close working with local clini¬ 
cians and members of the public who have told us how 
they would like services in the community to be deliv¬ 
ered. 

“Since the launch of the review we have gathered over 
29,000 pieces of feedback and spoken with thousands of 
local people, seeking their views on local services. This 
has had a real influence on these recommendations that 
will go forward to public consultation. 

“We do of course recognise that there is a great deal of 
public interest in the review and that these options could 
cause anxiety amongst some people. Therefore we would 
like to re-iterate that at this stage these are proposals 
which will face further national scrutiny before going to 
a full and thorough public consultation.”

• WHERE are you originally from and what made 
you decide to move to Lyme Regis? 

Having been a service child I spent much of my early 
years abroad in Malaya and Cyprus but returned to 
the UK in the early 1960s to continue my secondary 
education in and around Newbury in Berkshire. 
However, before moving to Lyme Regis in 2012 we 
lived near Andover in Hampshire. We moved to Lyme 
on a whim really! We felt we had another move in us 
and just felt we wanted somewhere where we could 
go walking without getting into a car and if possible 
have a sea view. Well, we are fortunate that we have 
both! 



• WHY did you want to get involved with the 
charity? 

Although I have never been a sailor I have done a lot 
of scuba diving in my earlier years so have always 
had a healthy respect for the sea. As such I have been 
an RNLI shoreline member for a number of years and 
held our brave lifeboat crews and lifeguards in the 
highest regards. Our move to Lyme Regis provided 
the opportunity to become actively engaged with 
the RNLI. 


• YOU'RE also a member of the Royal British Le¬ 
gion branch - why is it important to you to sup¬ 
port this charity? 

Having served in the Armed Forces one never really 
leaves! By becoming involved with Royal British Le¬ 
gion helps in maintaining the comrade spirit and in 
some small way helping those less fortunate than 
oneself. 


• ARE you involved with any other local organi¬ 
sations? 

The RNLI and the Royal British Legion take up most 
of my volunteering time but we support a number 
of other local organisations and societies as and 
when we can such as the Marine Theatre. 


• DID you always want a career in the Army? 

No, originally I wanted to be a pilot in the RAF but 
was not medically fit enough for flying duties, al¬ 
though my medical condition did not preclude a ca¬ 
reer in commercial flying. However, on balance I 
chose a career in the Army much to my father's dis¬ 
gust having been a decorated wartime bomber pilot! 


Firstly, I am one of the Lyme Regis lifeboat Deputy 
Launching Authorities and, secondly, I am an educa¬ 
tion volunteer visiting schools and youth organisa¬ 
tions to provide beach and sea safety presentations. 
Lastly, I am the lifeboat visits officer and in between 
that my wife Annemarie and I do ad hoc RNLI shop 
volunteering to help out when regular volunteers 
are not available. 


• TELL us a little about your career in the Army... 

I was commissioned into the Royal Army Ordnance 
Corps in 1969 and served continually for 33 years in¬ 
cluding 10 years in the Royal Logistic Corps. Al¬ 
though I was a trained Bomb Disposal Officer, I spent 
most of my career as an equipment support man¬ 
ager and served in Germany, Northern Ireland, Hong 
Kong and Belize in Central America. 

Belize was the most fascinating role as I was the lo¬ 
gistic adviser to both the Government of Belize's 
Ministry of National Security and the Commander of 
the Belize Defense Force. 
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• WHAT do you enjoy doing in your spare time? 

When time permits Annemarie and I have taken up 
sit-on-top kayaking and just pray every time we go 
out we do not have to call upon the services of the 
lifeboat! I guess we'd never live that one down. We 
also take time to walk around the local area taking 
in all those wonderful views of the Jurassic Coast has 
to offer. I am also a tour guide for Palmers Brewery 
in Bridport which is a fascinating experience. 


• WHAT did you do after this? 

I retired from the Army in 2001 and worked in Lon¬ 
don for the British Quality Foundation for three years, 
after which I returned to working as a consultant in 
the Defence Logistic Organisation. My last six years 
were spent as a continuous improvement specialist 
at the Atomic Weapons Establishment near Reading 


• WHAT do you like about living in Lyme Regis? 

Lyme Regis really is a delightful town with lovely 
people all of whom have made us most welcome in 
the short time we have been in residence. We enjoy 
the bustle of summer listening to the children's 
laughter and spending time on the beach with Hugo 
our grandson when we have him to stay. We also 
love the winter time with all the storms and wonder 
at the power of the sea which can change from 
friend to foe so quickly.

I currently fulfil a number of roles with the RNLI.

• WHICH three people would you invite to your 
dream dinner party? 

Professor Brian Cox because I'm sure if he had been 
one of my university lecturers I'd be a theoretical 
physicist as well. Tim Peake, as he has been such an 
inspiration to youngsters by promoting science, 
technology, engineering and mathematics; and Sir 
William Hillary, the founder of the RNLI and a man of 
immense vision and dogged determination. 
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Reported crime soars by 15 per cent 


RECORDED crime in Dorset 
rose by 15 per cent last year - 
the biggest rise in recorded 
crime for many years. 

The rise is according to fig¬ 
ures released by the Office for 
National Statistics for the fi¬ 
nancial year 2015/16 - April 
1st 2015 to March 31 st 2016 — 
compared with the previous 
12 month period. 

The increase in crime re¬ 
ported to police was pre¬ 
dicted by Dorset Police last 
year. 

It follows a national trend 
across England and Wales, 
with rises already seen in 
most police force areas. 

Deputy Chief Constable 
James Vaughan said: "The in¬ 
crease is largely due to peo¬ 
ple's enhanced confidence in 
reporting crime to us, the im¬ 
provements we have made in 
our crime recording systems 
and improved compliance 
with Home Office Counting 
Rules [a national standard for 
the recording and counting 
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of offences]. These factors 
have led to Dorset following 
the national trend of higher 
crime statistics. 

"Dorset Police has also been 
working with Her Majesty's 
Inspectorate of Constabulary 
(HMIC) and the Police and 
Crime Commissioner to en¬ 
sure we fully meet the com¬ 
plex and regularly changing 
Home Office rules on how we 
record crime. This followed 
recommendations made by 
HMIC in 2014." 

One change was the inclu¬ 
sion of malicious communi¬ 
cations into the category of 
'harassment'and as a result 
into the broad category of'vi¬ 
olent crime', this contributed 
to a 37 per cent rise in total vi¬ 
olent crime. 

Changes to national rules 
for recording crime have also 


been a factor. Figures now in¬ 
clude all offences that take 
place in prisons, such as 
minor altercations, which 
were previously not always 
reported to police if they 
were fully resolved by inter¬ 
nal prison disciplinary 
processes. 

Online crime reporting has 
also made people more likely 
to report things that they 
previously would not have, as 
the process is accessible and 
convenient. 

Sexual offences are also 
showing an increase of 20 per 
cent in line with national 
trends. The force report that 
this indicates increased con¬ 
fidence to report. 

Deputy Chief Constable 
Vaughan added: "Our safe¬ 
guarding activity and our vic¬ 
tim-focused approach has 
led to more people coming 
forward to report crimes af¬ 
fecting the most vulnerable 
in the county. 

"We make no excuse for en¬ 


couraging people to report 
such crimes - whatever im¬ 
pact that has on statistics. 

"It is clear this is the biggest 
rise in recorded crime for 
many years. 

"However, with many 
changes over the last year - 
both to the national record¬ 
ing rules all police forces fol¬ 
low and our internal systems 
- they cannot be fairly com¬ 
pared like for like with previ¬ 
ous years. 

"Therefore, we should con¬ 
sider 2015/16 as a new, more 
accurate baseline. 

"Our longer term analysis 
now forecasts that the in¬ 
crease shown in 2015/16 will 
start to revert to the trend of 
falling crime levels we have 
seen over recent decades. 

"I can reassure people that 
Dorset remains a safe place to 
live, work and visit. The offi¬ 
cers and staff of Dorset Police 
are committed to ensuring it 
stays that way." 

Dorset is among a minority 


of police forces that were 
graded as good in the HMIC 
vulnerability inspection last 
year and was praised for its 
work to encourage people to 
report sexual offences, do¬ 
mestic abuse and other 
crimes involving vulnerable 
victims. 

Martyn Underhill, Dorset 
Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner, said: "Ensuring that 
people feel confident report¬ 
ing crime, whatever their sit¬ 
uation, is a critical part of 
British policing. 

"I am confident that the in¬ 
crease we are seeing is due to 
this enhanced trust, along 
with better recording prac¬ 
tices, reflecting trends na¬ 
tionally. 

"Reducing the overall num¬ 
ber of victims of crime in 
Dorset is a long term objec¬ 
tive of my second term in of¬ 
fice and Dorset Police will 
continue to adapt with the 
changing nature of policing 
to aim at achieving that."

“I have also had to 
visit sponsors individu¬ 
ally to explain that in 
fact we made a small 
loss. 

“Although it is a loss, 
it is a very small one 
and was expected, but 
at the same time bodes 
well for our five-year 
plan when we expect to 
make a profit, to allow 
us to start carrying out 
our long term objec¬ 
tives. 

“The success of the 
festival and the way it 
has been received has 
given us good exposure 
and a lot of media atten¬ 
tion.” 

The organisers intend 
to continue their fund 
raising activities by run¬ 
ning a number of musi¬ 
cal nights during the 
coming months at local 
venues featuring a vari¬ 
ety of bands. 

They still have a few

Arthur Woodgate steps 
down as BYPAT chairman 


AT THE recent annual general 
meeting of Bridport Young Per¬ 
sons Action Trust (BYPAT), 
founder Arthur Woodgate stood 
down as chairman after serving 
rather longer than the stipulated 
three year period. 

Former mayor and town coun¬ 
cillor, Phil Lathey - now chair¬ 
man of Allington Parish Council 
- took over the role, whilst Mr 
Woodgate was elected charity 
secretary. 

Bridport town councillor and 
former mayor Maggie Ray was 
elected as treasurer. 

Mr Lathey reported on the pro¬ 
posed partnership with Devon 
and Somerset based ‘The Proj¬ 
ect’ - which supports young 
people on the path to better men¬ 
tal health. 

The need for adequate support 
for young people with mental 
health issues was re-emphasised 
and it was agreed to proceed 
with developing this locally. 

It was reported that the part¬ 
nership between BYPAT and 
Bridport Town Council to de- 
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velop the West Bay play area, to 
include facilities that could be 
used by both able bodied and 
those with a disability, had been 
an outstanding success, although 
it had taken a number of years to 
bring to fruition. 

A competition to design an ‘in- 
clusivity’ sign for the new area 
had attracted a number of entries 
from students at the Sir John 
Colfox Academy and the final 
result included ideas from five 
students. 

A second competition was un¬ 
derway in partnership with the 
academy to design a memorial 
stone commemorating the visit 
of King Richard III to the town 
in 1485. 

The intention is to unveil the 
memorial on the anniversary of 
the visit on November 5th, plac¬ 
ing opposite the remains of the 
Priory where he stayed, situated 
by East Bridge. 


BYPAT’s Japanese Exchange 
programme, in partnership with 
Tokyo’s Koyamadai Educational 
Foundation, is now in its 20th 
year. 

A group of young people from 
Bridport, Lyme and Uplyme 
hosted their partner last summer 
and will be travelling to Japan 
soon to stay in Tokyo, visiting 
Hiroshima and Kyoto. 

The group also discussed that 
whilst it was recognised that 
there was an attempt to ensure 
the future of the youth centre, 
the future of the actual work 
with the young people was still 
at risk. 

This included the Outreach 
programme - which helps to re¬ 
duce the number of crime inci¬ 
dents involving young people - 
the Humph Sound Studio - a 
recording studio in Bridport - 
and the SUMMENTOR project 
- a summer mentoring pro¬ 
gramme - all of which had been 
introduced by Arthur Woodgate, 
further developed by Phil 
Lathey and Harry Warren. 


Council launches web chat service 


A NEW web chat service has been launched by 
West Dorset District Council and Weymouth 
and Portland Borough Council. 

The service is available on the 'contact us' 
pages for both councils at www.dorset 
foryou.gov.uk and will allow customers to type 
a question or comment into the designated 
box and receive a response almost immedi¬ 
ately. The service, which started last month, al¬ 
lows customers to access digital information 
more easily. 

Councillor Anthony Alford, leader of West 
Dorset District Council, said: "I am delighted 
that we are now able to offer our customers a 
web chat service. In the past many people 
have rung up because they want an answer 
fast, but now they can get a response even 
quicker by using web chat." 


The new web chat service will reduce the 
councils'cost too as customer service staff can 
each manage several web chats simultane¬ 
ously. 

It cost 90 pence to deal with each web chat, 
much less than dealing with phone calls one 
at a time, which costs £2.83 per call. It will be 
much better value than the £8.62 it costs to 
help customers who visit the councils' offices. 

Councillor Jeff Cant, chairman of Weymouth 
and Portland Borough Council's management 
committee, said: "This new service will be 
much more convenient for many customers. 

"Instead of having to make calls or negotiate 
their way through the call steering process, 
they can simply contact us through our web¬ 
site; web chat is easy to use and extremely 
quick."

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Mental healthcare needs improving 


■ ON JULY 19th, I turned on my TV and the Chan¬ 
nel 5 news was on. My attention was taken by an item 
concerning, what I can only say, was a very shameful ac¬ 
count of what is happening to our mental healthcare sys¬ 
tem - if I dare call it that. 

Although I don’t remember the figures of how psychi¬ 
atric hospitals, units, support units or parts of general 
hospitality had fared during a recent survey, only three 
throughout the whole area checked were identified as 
being good, and the remainder were rated on not coming 
up to a suitable standard. 

Is it any wonder, for example, that people (i.e. mental 
health service users) in our own area continue to suffer 
because the poor quality of “care” is way below the ex¬ 
pected standard? 

At times it makes me wonder that in the 21st century 
we are still not providing an even part way quality of 
standard, even after a three to four year battle, which is 
taking a small core group of people to our wits end, fight¬ 
ing everyday for a proper service of care that should be 
in evidence, but is definitely not available.

DORSET’S rolling hills and mod¬ 
erate climate have seen its natural 
attributes again put to best use - 
this time by growing wine, writes 
Trevor Bevins. 

The latest addition is Langham 
Wine which held its official open¬ 
ing at the weekend. 

The vineyard can be found just 
off the Puddletown to Milborne St 
Andrew road, a few min utes’ drive 
from Dorchester. 

Using former farm buildings the 
vinery produces a sparkling white 
and rose wine from its 38,000 
vines. The first of the high graft 
vines were planted across 30 
hectares in 2009. 

Guided and self-guided tours are 
now being offered from the site 
with a former milking parlour now 
being used for sales and tastings. 

Director Justin Langham toured 
many of the world’s wine regions 
and studied viticulture at Plump- 
ton College in Sussex before em¬ 


barking on the venture. 

They produce a dry (brut) Clas¬ 
sic Cuvee, a blend of Chardonnay, 
Pinot noir and Pinot meunier. Bar¬ 
rel fermentation in oak barrels 
from Burgundy, adds richness and 
depth. The wine is aged for 24 
months on yeast lees and a further 
six months on cork before release. 

Also produced is a Blanc de 
Blanc, made from 100 per cent es¬ 
tate grown Chardonnay and aged 
on lees for 36 months. 

The vineyard’s Rose is 45 per 
cent Chardonnay, 40 per cent 
Pinot noir and 15 per cent Pinot 
meunier and is aged for 18 months 
on yeast lees. 

The estate’s wine maker is 
Daniel Ham, who while working 
as a marine biologist in New 
Zealand, developed a taste for fine 
wine and decided to retrain as a 
winemaker. 

The Langham Wines are stocked 
by several local independent wine 


shops and can be found in gastro 
pubs and restaurants in the area. 

They are also available direct 
from the estate, which can be 
found at Crawthorne Parm, DT2 
7NG, just off the main Puddle- 
town to Blandford road.

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STONE ME!

SO it seems the weather gods finally got the 
memo that it's summer - hurrah! Of course, no 
sooner does the sun come out, than those heat¬ 
wave health warnings come flooding in. 

All very sensible - skin cancer rates have seen 
alarming rises over recent decades in the UK, and 
if you're not careful, heat exhaustion can turn into 
a medical emergency, so slap on the SPF, don't 
overdo it in the midday sun, and stay well hy¬ 
drated. 

And, if you need another reason to hit that 
eight-glasses-a-day water intake minimum that 
experts advise - consider this: dehydration could 
be putting you at risk of kidney stones... 

What are kidney stones? 

As the name suggests, kidney stones are small (or 
sometimes not so small!) stones that form in the 
kidneys. There are different types, but usually 
they're made up of deposits of calcium, ammo¬ 
nia, uric acid (one of the by-products from when 
the body breaks down food) and the amino acid 
cysteine. The medical term for them is 
nephrolithiasis. 

Who gets them? 

As Mr Vivek Wadhwa, a consultant urologist at 
Spire Parkway Hospital in Solihull (www.spire 
healthcare.com), notes, kidney stones are quite 
common and seen across all ages, from children 
through to the elderly. "But the peakage is about 
20-50," he adds. NHS figures suggest men are 
slightly more prone to them, with around three 
in 20 men, and two in 20 women, developing 
them at some stage. "And we tend to see patterns 
within certain occupations, and also geographi¬ 
cal locations and climates," adds Wadhwa. "For 
example, taxi drivers, chefs - people who tend to 
go long hours without drinking. And the highest 
incidence of kidney stones at the moment is in 
Dubai; you've got hot weather so people get de¬ 
hydrated, and they tend to eat a lot of animal 
protein." 

What causes them? 

As Wadhwa explains, while kidney stones can be 
common, there's a reason some people are more 
prone to them. "One of the main causes of kidney 
stones is not drinking enough fluid," he says. Put 
simply, fluids help flush the kidneys and keep 
things in healthy working order, while diets high 
in animal proteins can lead to an increase in uric 
acid, which may cause stones. Higher rates can 
run in families too, and certain medications are 
also associated with kidney stones. Sometimes 
pre-existing conditions, certain inherited condi¬ 
tions or a history of kidney problems can also 
mean you're more at risk.

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Are they really that painful? 

Some stones are so tiny, they can easily go unno¬ 
ticed, but generally, they are known to be ex¬ 
tremely painful. Those tiny tubes aren't designed 
to have hard, bulky stones pass through them, so 
they can trigger an intense pain response that 
spreads across the back and abdomen. "Ladies al¬ 
ways say it's more painful than childbirth," says 
Wadhwa. "It's excruciating if the stone lodges in 
the urethra. The kidney's trying to excrete urine, 
and it can't. The main symptom is a sharp inter¬ 
mittent pain in the back, radiating around to the 
front." 

Can it be serious? 

While agonising, often kidney stones are a short¬ 
term problem and not serious. However, Wadhwa 
stresses it's important for anybody who experi¬ 
ences extreme, acute pain to seek medical atten¬ 
tion. Firstly, "you still have to rule out other 
things, like appendicitis, pancreatitis, ectopic 
pregnancy, aneurism... Quite often, until we've 
done a scan, we don't know what we're dealing 
with". 

Secondly, if a kidney stone causes a blockage or 
obstruction, this can rapidly turn very serious. "If 
you get a complete blockage then the kidney has 
nowhere to drain and you can get an acute in¬ 
fected obstructed system, and people do die 
from that," Wadhwa says. So if you also have a 
high temperature and fever and are very unwell, 
it's important to get to hospital urgently. 


How are kidney stones treated? 

Treatment usually starts, says Wadhwa, with ad¬ 
equate fluid and pain relief. Often this is all that's 
required, but more problematic and larger stones 
might need further treatment. "If the kidney's ob¬ 
structed, you have to de-obstruct the kidney by 
putting a tube in the back, and then you have to 
deal with the stone - it all depends on the size 
and position," Wadhwa explains. "If the stone's in 
the kidney and it's small, usually it's shock wave 
lithotripsy (ESWL, a non-invasive treatment that 
breaks up stones with shockwaves), and patients 
will be in and out within an hour. 

"Options for bigger stones include using a laser 
to break them up, and if the stone's really big, 
then you do percutaneous nephrolithotomy 
(PCNL), which means putting a tube directly into 
the kidney, breaking up the stone and sucking it 
out. This used to mean cutting open the tummy, 
but now it can all be done with minimally inva¬ 
sive techniques." 

How can I prevent them? 

Once you've had a kidney stone, you are at 
greater risk of having more. However, much of 
the advice for avoiding kidney stones applies to 
everybody, since they can be so common. "In the 
old days, we used to tell patients things like, 
'Don't drink milk, avoid dairy products etc', but 
we don't tend to do that any more," says Wadhwa. 
"What we do say is it's about a healthy diet, 
plenty of fluids, high fibre and low salt - those are 
the main things. I tell my patients to drink at least 
two to three litres of fluid a day."

A BRIDPORT resident is helping 
to raise awareness and as much 
money as she can to help the 
Alzheimer’s Society. 

Kristy Stordy will be staging a 
Memory Walk from Bridport to 
Nettlecombe to help the charity 
close to her heart. 

In early 2011, Kristy’s dad Jon 
Lee was diagnosed with vascular 
dementia, heart breaking news 
for both her and the family. 

Kristy said: “As a family it was 
devastating news. We watched a 
man who entertained hundreds 
every night as an entertainer, a 
very talented musician who 
owned stables and was riding 
horses for over 40 years, sud¬ 
denly forgetting how to tie his 
shoelaces and we all noticed little 
things here and there. 

“Sadly Dad’s dementia pro¬ 
gressed very quickly and nothing 
prepared us for how heart break¬ 
ing watching someone you love 
so much deteriorate and forget 
who we were. 

“I didn’t know much about de¬ 
mentia before our dad was diag¬ 
nosed but it is quite possibly the 
cruellest thing to happen to a per¬ 
son. 

In November last year, Kristy’s 
dad caught pneumonia and the 
family began to prepare for losing 
him. 

Kristy added: “Somehow, being 
the incredibly strong man dad is, 
he came through it, but at a price 
and he has been bedridden ever

since. The only movement he has 
is in his hands. 

“Dad’s wishes were to remain 
at home so my mum cares for 
him 24/7, along with the help of 
carers and, very sadly now, Marie 
Curie hospice nurses.” 

Kristy will be taking part in a 
Memory Walk, an idea from the 
Alzheimer’s Society to help raise 
awareness and money for the 
charity, and she has already re¬ 
ceived a fantastic reaction from 
the public. 

She added: “The money raised 
is going towards raising aware¬ 
ness and paying for treatment for 
dementia patients so that maybe, 


just one day, a world without 
dementia might be achievable. 

“We set a £500 target to 
reach in two months but in the 
first week of my Just Giving 
page being set up, because of 
everyone’s generosity, we 
have already reached our £500 
target. It is just incredible, we 
have now put our target up to 
£750! 

“It is hard to be positive in 
our situation but on the day of 
our walk it will be a day full of 
laughs and great energy. 

“I think this is the start of 
many fundraising ideas from 
our family for Alzheimer’s So¬ 
ciety.” 

The walk takes place on Sat¬ 
urday, September 17th at 
10.30am from Bridport Co-op 
to the Marquis of Lome pub in 
Nettlecombe.

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Project asks: how can Bridport feed itself? 


A NEW project is looking into Bridport’s vibrant 
food culture to bring together data, research and 
various perspectives on local food. 

The ‘How Can Bridport Feed Itself?’ project, part 
of the legacy of Communities Living Sustainably 
in Dorset (CLS), sets out to quantify the current 
value of our local food economy, identifying the 
number and types of jobs in food, and weighing up 
the economic benefit to the town if Bridport’s food 


system was more local. 

Candida Blaker, project co-ordinator, said: “We 
lack hard, contemporary data on the real economic 
value of Bridport’s food sector. Where do people 
spend their money on food? How much of this is 
local food from local businesses? And what is the 
potential shift towards a more circular economy? 

“This would keep more of the money we spend 
on food circulating locally, thus increasing levels

of income and creating more jobs. These are the 
kinds of questions we will be asking.” 

Building on existing research, and on community 
engagement work by Linda Hull on the People’s 
Wishlist for the Future of Food and the Spend a 
Tenner Locally campaign, CLS partners are now 
seeking to engage businesses directly on what 
would make the food economy healthier. 

Jonny Gordon Farleigh, project researcher, said: 
“In particular, we are keen to examine how the 
lively food sector here could offer more high quality 
opportunities for the youth. 

“There is great potential to stem the flow of our 
young people away from the area by investing in 
strengthening our local food system.” 

The project aims to: provide evidence for strategic 
plans for food and drink locally, publish baseline 
data and a set of indicators to show change over 
time, identify activities to take advantage of eco¬ 
nomic opportunities within the next three years, 
strengthen and enhance local supply chains, build a 
coalition of partners to turn these opportunities into 
reality and help secure investment. 

Linda Hull, project researcher, said: “We hope the 
How Can Bridport Feed Itself study will put the 
food economy and food security firmly on the 
agenda and dovetail into Bridport’s new economic 
plan. 

“It is very timely work as we begin to grapple with 
the post Brexit implications for food and we hope 
it will generate project initiatives for inclusion in 
future funding bids.” 

To answer ‘How Can Bridport Feed Itself?’ and 
other questions, CLS will be staging a stakeholder 
forum in September in the centre of Bridport to hear 
from various unique perspectives and to pool ex¬ 
pertise.

IF you follow Game of Thrones you might recog¬ 
nise the quote but I think it sums up the post Brexit 
mood quite well. Whether you voted remain or 
leave we are where we are and there is a collective 
desire to arrive at the same place. A stronger, stable 
and healthy economy is the desire of everyone. 

Research from Symonds & Sampson shows that 
we are on the right course with more sales agreed 
since the referendum than in the same period last 
year.

million agreed since 24 June, with buyers contin¬ 
uing to move from the South East and London but 
it is the enquiries from ex pats in Europe that have 
been most interesting. Many UK citizens living in 
France, for example, are nervous about President 
Hollande and the taxes that he might impose on 
them. 

A welcome by-product of the Brexit vote may 
well be that a root and branch review of the struc¬ 
tural housing deficit is high on the political 
agenda, leading to a more creative and concerted 
long-term strategy to build more suitable homes. 
The abandonment of the 2020 target for eradicat¬ 
ing the budgetary deficit may give more funding 
options than previously existed to make some se¬ 
rious inroads 

So the current sentiment seems more concerned 
with day to day practicalities of life than the un¬ 
controllable machinations of global politics. There 
can be no doubt that impacts to the cost of borrow¬ 
ing, employment, skilled migration for the house 
building sector, internal UK politics and EU deals 
will all influence the housing market but with a 
new prime minister who appears strong, and cer¬ 
tainly no pussy cat despite the kitten heels, it 
seems that we are back on the right road.
